1. Applicant's election without traverse of group I claims 10, 18 and claims 1-7, 9, 13, 15- 
17, 19-22 reading on m=l in the reply filed on May 18, 2009 is acknowledged. 

Claims 11-12, 14 have been canceled. The remaining subject matter of claims 1-7, 9, 13, 
15-17, 19-22 wherein m is other than 1 are withdrawn from consideration per 37 CFR 1 .1429b). 
cancellation of the non-elected subject matter is recommended. 

2. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Please note that on page 5 of the claims, there are three compounds of the formula:

Please note that such bonding notation does not offer any limitation to the structural 
formula.

Therefore, the modification of the issued claim 1 phenyl with a cyclohexyl moiety, i.e. the 

instant claims, is prima facie optional choice in structure taught by the prior art. The 

employment of attribute of one proven compound in modifying another proven compound is 

prima facie obvious in absence of unexpected results. 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s).
